and determined that he should not be t-o 
treated a second time it' he could possi- 
bly prevent it. 
Tho consul was a thor- 


ough master of the Turkish tongue, and 
for this reason had a great advantage 
over many of his colleagues. 


When tho servant of Haclshi Izzet re- 


ceived him at the palace threshold, he 
spoke us follows in a voice which he 
knew would icach tho ears of the gov- 
ernor iu Inrf office near by: 


"Go and tell thy master that 1 \vish 


to spc '.k to him. Say to him that 1 
fchall nls-'o do him tho honor to give him 
my hand, Lut ehail crack my bat over 
his c-ars if he attempts to wash his 
hands altur pliaking mine."

Blil Having 


Congressman Bland 
of Missouri, 


chairman of the committee 011 Coinage, 
reported a bill to the House which pro- 
vides for the coinage of the seigniorage 
on the silver bullion in the Treasury, 
which amounts to about $55,000,000. 
The object of the bill is to get n part of 
bullion now lying useless in the Treas- 
sury coined iuto silver dollars and put 
it in circulation by using it to pay u 
part of the Government expenditures. 
This would save the Government the 
issue of $55,000,000 bonds and it would 
increase the currency to that amount, 
which the issue of bonds will not do. 


As this is exactly what the Wall 


Street combination does not want done 
the administration forces and their 
Republican allies in the House are 
doing all iu their power to prevent the 
pcis^agd of the bill. Barter and Tracey 
and their Democratic retainers, and 
Reed and Burrows and their followers, 
combine to break a quorum by refus- 
ing to answer to their names when 
there is. a roll c^'.I of the House.

Senatot Hoar of Massachusetts has 


introduced a bill for the suppression 
of lotteries, raffles and gift enterprises. 
Tho bill makes it a felony, punishable 
by a flue of .fl.OOO or two year's impris- 
onment, or both, for any person to con- 
trive or to propose a lottery, sell lot- 
tery tickets or deposit them in the 
mails within tho United States, or so 
that they may be bought in the United 
States. 


As the United States Govern men! 


can only prevent lotteries from being 
established iu the Territories and ex- 
clude lottery tickets from the mails, 
auts of Congress do not deter the 
LouNiuna Lottery Company t'rotn en- 
deavoring to got a foothold iu some 
other Stnto. As the charter granted 
the company by l-he Carpetbag Gov- 
ernment of Louisiana twenty veuiv ago 
has expired, the company has tempor- 
arily removed its principal otfJce to 
lion Im'.s, but is using money and iu- 
fl'v ..^ tj ^et a charter in Florida. 


IN FAVOU OF 
COINAGE. 


The Transmississippi Commercial 


Congress took a decisive stand on the 
free coinage question. The Committee 
oa Resolutions reported the following: 


Resolved, Thut we recommend the re- 


opening of the mints to the coinage of 
silver on the same terms that they are 
now open to the coinage of gold and at 
the ratio of 16 to 1. 


This report was received with loud 


and continued cheering and its adop- 
ttou VMS immediately moved and sec- 
onded. Several speeches were made and 
the resolution was adopted and the 
C'oagress stands committed to free 
coinage. 


As the Congress was composed ot 


five or six hundred delegates, represen- 
tative men of the States and Territor- 
ies west of the Missouri, its decision on 
the silver question ought to have a 
good effect on the National Congress 
at Washington. It is difficult, how- 
ever, to convince the gold bug of the 
error of his ways and it is feared that 
the resolution will make no i , ression 
on the Wall Street combkmtii u. 


IT has beeu decided by toe French 


Civil Chamber that the courts in 
France are incompetent to try the suit 
of the Princess Colonmi against her 
husbtmd for a legal separation and the 
custody of her children. The Chambers 
made an order, however, giving the 
children provisionally into the custody 
of their father. As the Princess and 
her children are in New York, it will 
be difficult for tho dissolute Prince to 
get control of the children. 


Counsel for Prince Colonna say he 


is determined to gain possession of his 
children and will take the necessary 
steps to do so. 


TIIB House Committee on Public 


Lands has decided to report favorably 
the bill to determine the title to min- 
ing lauds within the limits of railroad 
grants. The bill provides for the ex- 
aminatiou and classification of lands 
withiu the grants and the rejection of 
all railroad claims to mineral lands, 
exclusive of coal and iron. 


THE assignee of ex-deorerary Charles 


Foster has published a statement which 
shows that tho liabilities of Foster & 
Co. were $790,201 and the assets $88,892.

He la a Tlepreseiitativc of the Silver 


Party ami Begs to bo Characterized 
an Such Only. 
Following is the full text of Con- 


gressman Newlands'' letter denning hife 
oolitical position, the greater part of 
.vhich was published in the JCTOBNAL 
about two weeks ago. It was received 
from Washington yesterday with a re- 
quest to give it publication: 


EDITOR POST:—I observe in Friday's 


issue of your paper the statement that 
ill the Populists voted fur tho Wilson 
bill except Newlands, of Nevada. As I 
have been frequently referred to by the 
press as a Populist will you permit me 
the use of your columns to say that I 
irn not a member of the Populisl 
party ? 


The people of Nevada recognizing 


the fact that both the Democratic and 
Republican parties were insincere in 
their professions regarding silver, and 
that the Populist party, while sincere 
on the silver question, was so wedded 
to impractical theories that it was im- 
possible for it to succeed, determined 
to form an independent political organ- 
ization of their own called the Silver 
party. Their immediate hope was that, 
with the aid of the other mining States 
ana with the aid of the agricultural 
States like}y to be carried by the Pop- 
ulist party, a sufficient number of iii- 
lependent electors, devoted to the sil- 
ver issue, would be elected to the elec- 
toral college to secure the balance of 
power, and thus force iu that college 
the selection of a President, either a 
Democrat or Republican, who would 
sign or at least not oppose a free coin- 
age bill. Their ultimate expectation 
was either that the .Republican party 
would again become a national party 
instead of a sectional party, devoted 
only to the interests of the New Eng- 
land and Middle States as manufactur- 
ing or creditor States; or that the 
Democratic party, rejecting further al- 
liance with New York, which thus far 
lias enabled that State to control its 
fluancial action to its last'ng disgrace, 
would pursue a policy which would 
unite tLe South with the West on is- 
sues which would constitute a common 
bond of sympathy; or tea a third 
party, whether under the name ot 
People's party o;- some new name, pre- 
senting to tue people but two issues, 
namely, freedom from financial depen- 
dence and freedom from industrial de- 
pendence upon England and other 
foreign countries, would, under wise 
and patriotic leadership, be organiztd 
for victory. 


On these lines the Mining Congress 


at Helena, Montana, declared itself, on 
these lines the Bimetallic League of 
America has practically acted, and ou 
these lines the Silver party of Nevada, 
of which I am the Eepresentative in 
Congress, is organized. I do not re- 
gard it as a permanent party organiza- 
tion, but simply as that form of organi- 
zation which should be maintained, at 
least in every mining State, until either 
one of the old "parties comes to its 
senses or the Populist party learns 
wisdom, or a new national party is or- 
ganized, which every true American 
who believes in his country and that 
it should have a financial and indus- 
trial policy of its own, can join. 


Adversity, which long since taught 


the silver miner of the mountain re- 
gion, the farmers of the West, and the 
planters -of the South that the appreci- 
ation of gold, resulting from the grad- 
ual demonetization of silver, was tht> 
chief cause of the fall in prices, and 
the prevailing industrial and commer- 
cial distress of the world, is now teach- 
ing the creditor section of our country 
that, while the destruction as a money 
metal of the only competitor which 
gold has had has increased the pur- 
chasing power of money, it has also 
diminished its earning power. The de- 
faulting of bonds, the inability of own- 
ers of credits to collect their interest, 
the dearth of profitable employment 
for money all prove that we cannot cut 
off one of the natural sources of money 
supply and limit the natural increase 
of the volume of money without affec- 
ing all industries, and that, owing to 
be consequent stagnation of water* 


What it Cost to Btilld the Galleries 


Across the Sierras. 


During the last storm snow fell as 


far west as Auburn, CaL, which is some- 
thing unusual, says the Silver State. At 
Towle's station, east of Alta, there was 
a fall of fifteen inches. On the summit 
six feet were piled up, which makes the 
total depth there about fourteen feet. 
The snow galleries along the line of the 
Central Pacific are completely shut out 
from daylight for several miles west of 
the summit of the Sierra range, and 
without them there would be no possi- 
bility of keeping the line clear for 
travel with the present depth. 


These galleries cover the track the 


entire length of the snow belt—a dis- 
tance of forty-five miles, extending in 
an almost unbroken line from a short 
distance west of Truckee to Shady Kun 
station, four miles east, of Alta. A pine 
forest, with an area of over ten square 
miles, was felled to furnish timber for 
their construction. 


The cost per mile of these structures 


was about $46,000, except across the 
summit, where three miles of the gal- 
leries cost $96,000 per mile. These gal- 
leries are built of huge timbers bolted 
to the granite rocks, and are of a 
strength sufficient to withstand the 
shock of the avalanches that sweep 
over them when the snow begins melt- 
ing in the spring. In their descent to 
the bottom of the deep ravines below 
these avalanches swe&p everything in 
their path, lofty pines that have with- 
stood the storms of centuries being 
carried along with the moving mass. 
When the project of erecting these 
snow galleries was first suggested it 
was declared impracticable, but with- 
out them traffic would be suspended 
nearly every winter over that part of 
snow belt protected by them.

Tlie Law Authorize* School Hoards In 


Cities or Towns to Establish Them. 
EDITOE JOURNAL—SIB:—In answer to 


your correspondent of this morning, 
it may be said that the law seems to 
give the school boards in cities or 
towns having a certain population the 
right to establish kindergarten schools, 
leaving to their discretion the deter- 
mination of the age of those that may 
attend. 


As to what the law in this matter 


ought to be t jere can hardly ba a differ- 
ence of opinion. The child, from the 
period when he begins to talk, is 
always capable of learning, id always 
learning. There can be no arbitrary 
period fixed as to the age when the 
school district can best care for him— 
it would differ in different children. 
In some it might be at the age of five 
years—in some earlier and in still 
others later. 
But 
undoubtedly it 


should care for the child educationally 
whenever it can do so to better ad- 
vantage than the parent. That is the 
theory of public education. 


That the Froebel of kindergarten 


system of education furnishes the best 
foundation for public school education, 
all people who know about it, admit. 
That it has materially improved the 
public schools wherever fairly and gen- 
erally tried, is also a matter of history. 
Progressive schools all over tha country 
are adopting the system and everywhere 
when tried it has met with public 
approval.

games of tho early ages have been hand- 
ed down to tbe present time. Tbe game, 
for instance, kjiown * » most of us aa 
odd and even was also a favorite -with 
the young Egyptian, and many of tho 
little counters that he nsetl arc biill 
preserved in the British museum. Thero 
.s also tho {*arno of drafts, which was 
played on a checkered hoard in the earli- 
?st times. Tho poor children were con- 
lent with draftsmen and boxes rondo of 
raugh pieces of clay, hut tho richer oucs 
nsnally bad beautifully carved iron 
lieaded <5raftnmo!i :in<l boxes. 


The yomi^ Owl:", too, were well 


pvoviil-d with ioyj :>n-1 ?;aines for their 
riinni>03ncnt. Tho toya wero chiefly dolls 
mailo of baked clay, tho arnw and legs 
being jointed with string, and there- 
fore movable. They had a favorite game 
called Chytriand, -which has been pre- 
served through many ages, and is now 
played l<y boys of today under tho well 
known naino of puea in tho corner. In 
France tbo game is called quatro coins, 
or four corners. 
Both in the old game 


and in the modern version five players 
are required, ono occupying each of the 
corners, while the fifth player stands 
in tho middle. 
In ancient Greece be 


wore nn earthen pipkin on his head and 
was called pot; In France at the pres- 
ent day he is the nigatid, or simpleton, 
and by aa is called puss. 


To guess the number of fingers anoth- 


er held up was also a favorite amuse- 
ment, and this, too, is frequently play- 
ed at the present time. So you see how 
carefully the character of the amuse- 
ments and tho playthings of the very 
early ages baa been maintained in the 
toys and games in use today.—New- 
castle Chronicle.
